SCHOOL  HEPOHT. 

The  past  year  has  shown  a  marked  interest  in  the  schools,  on 
the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils,  in  general  the  attendance  has 
been  good.  Each  school  with  the  exception  of  one  on  Ore  Hill 
has  been  kept  twen1y-four  weeks,  divided  in  a  spring  and  fall 
term. 

New  Geographys  have  been  purchased  for  the  schools,  to 
take  the  place  of  old  ones  badly  worn  and  not  up  to  date. 

The  coming  year  we  advise  changing  the  readers  as  those 
now  in  use  do  not  seem  adapted  to  the  pupils  in  our  schools. 

The  underpinning  and  floors  of  the  East  Warren,  Swain  Hill 
and  Summit  school  houses  have  been  repaired,  also  the  chimney 
of  the  Swain  Hill  school  house.  New  stoves  have  been  furnish- 
ed to  each  of  these  school  houses.

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1905  the 
Board  of  Health  has  been  called  to  visit  different 
parts  of  the  town  to  abate  unsanitary  conditions. 

In  May,  scarlet  fever  broke  out  in  the  family  of 
Daniel  Spooner,  four  of  his  children  had  the  disease. 
In  September,  typhoid  fever  made  its  appearance  in 
five  different  families.    The  cause  of  the  disease  was 
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traced  to  the  use  of  polluted  well  water,  with  one 
exception. 

Every  family  using  water  from  a  well  ought  to 
keep  close  watch  of  the  surroundings  and  see  that  no 
pollution  takes  place  from  slops  or  other  filth  about 
the  well. 

The  Board  of  Health  think  the  Selectmen  should 
provide  a  place  outside  the  village  where  garbage  can 
be  put  without  troubling  anyone.
